INTRODUCTION 


Your Optimus 900 MHz Rechargeable 
Wireless Stereo Headphones bring you 
the latest in wireless headphone tech- 
nology. Using the 900 MHz band, they 
can deliver high-quality stereo sound al- 
most anywhere in or around your home. 
The signals can easily travel through 
most walls and floors, so you do not 
need to be in the same room as your au- 
dio source to hear your favorite pro- 
grams. 

Your stereo headphones also have the 
following features. 

Adjustable Headband — you can easi- 
ly adjust the headband for the most 
comfortable fit. 

On/Off Switch — lets you turn off the 
headphones when you are not using 
them to save battery power. 

Charging Jack — lets you power the 
headphones for 7 hours or more on a 
single charge.

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THE FCC WANTS YOU 
TO KNOW 

Your 900 MHz Rechargeable Wireless 
Stereo Headphones System might 
cause TV or radio interference even 
when it is operating properly. To de- 
termine whether your headphone sys- 
tem is causing the interference, turn 
off your headphone system. If the in- 
terference goes away, your head- 
phone system is causing the 
interference. Try to eliminate the inter- 
ference by: 

• moving your headphones away 
from the receiver 

• connecting your headphones to 
an outlet that is on a different elec- 
trical circuit from the receiver 

• contacting your local RadioShack 
store for help 

If you cannot eliminate the interfer- 
ence, the FCC requires that you stop 
using your headphone system. 
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PREPARATION 


Before you can use your headphone 
system, you must find a suitable location 
for its transmitter, make the necessary 
transmitter connections, then install and 
charge the headphone batteries. 


CONNECTING THE 
TRANSMITTER TO YOUR 
AUDIO SOURCE 

You can connect the transmitter to either 
a headphone jack or audio output phono 
jacks on your audio source. 

Simply insert the transmitter’s built-in 
plug into your audio source’s Vs-inch 
(3.5-mm) headphone jack. Or, insert the 
transmitter’s built-in plug to the Vs-inch 
jack on the supplied y adapter then con- 
nect the y adapter’s phono plugs to the 
audio source (matching red (right chan- 
nel) to red and white (left channel) to 
white). 



To connect the transmitter to a monaural 
audio source, insert the transmitter’s 
plug into a Vs-inch (3.5-mm) monaural 
plug such as Cat. No. 274-368 (not sup- 
plied). Then insert the plug into the au- 
dio source’s headphone jack. 


Cautions: 

• Do not connect the transmitter to 
the audio source’s speaker out- 
put. Doing so could damage the 
transmitter. 

• Do not turn the audio source’s 
volume beyond about Vs of the 
maximum if you connect the 
transmitter to a headphone jack. 
Doing so could damage the trans- 
mitter. 


CONNECTING THE 
TRANSMITTER TO 
POWER 

To power the transmitter, insert the sup- 
plied AC adapter’s barrel plug into the 
19V 200mA jack on the back of the trans- 
mitter. Then plug the adapter’s other end 
into a standard AC outlet. 



• Do not leave the adapter plugged 
into the AC outlet when the barrel 
plug is not plugged into the transmit- 
ter. 
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• The supplied AC adapter supplies 
19 volts and delivers at least 200 
milliamps. Its center tip is set to 
negative and its plug properly fits 
the transmitter's 19V 200mA jack. 
Using an adapter that does not 
meet these specifications could 
damage the transmitter or the 
adapter. 


INSTALLING THE 

HEADPHONES’ 

BATTERIES 

To power the headphone receiver, use 
the two supplied AA nickel-cadmium 
rechargeable batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of rechargeable 
batteries, or rechargeable batter- 
ies of different capacities. 

Follow these steps to install the batter- 
ies. 

1 . Remove the battery compartment 
cover on the right earpiece by 


pushing up the tab and pulling up the 
cover in the direction of the arrow. 



2. Place the batteries over the ribbon in 
the compartment, as indicated by the 
polarity symbols (+ and -) marked 
inside. 



3. Replace the cover. 

When the headphone system stops oper- 
ating properly, replace/recharge the bat- 
teries. For the best performance and 
longest life, we recommend RadioShack 
Cat. No. 23-125/23-325. 

Cautions: 

• Always remove old or weak batteries. 
Batteries can leak chemicals that can 
destroy electronic parts. 

• Dispose of old batteries promptly and 
properly. Do not burn or bury them. 
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Important: At the end of the batteries' 
lives, the rechargeable nickel-cadmium 
batteries must be recycled or disposed 
of properly. Contact your local, county, 
or state hazardous waste management 
authorities for information on recycling 
or disposal programs in your area. Some 
options that might be available are: mu- 
nicipal curbside collection, drop-off box- 
es at retailers such as your local 
RadioShack store, recycling collection 
centers, and mail-back programs. 


CHARGING THE 
HEADPHONES’ 

BATTERIES 

You must charge the supplied recharge- 
able batteries at least 24 hours before 
you use the system the first time or 
when you replace the batteries. 

Follow these steps to charge or re- 
charge the batteries. 

1 . Set the headset’s ON/OFF switch to 
OFF. 


ter lights during fast charging (about 
the first 5 hours). The indicator turns 
off when fast charging is finished. At 
this point, the system is ready to 
use. To fully charge the batteries to 
its maximum capacity, continue 
charging the batteries for another 8- 
10 hours. 



3. When charging is complete, be sure 
to disconnect the charging cord from 
the left earpiece. 



2. Insert the plug on the transmitter’s 
charging cord into the CHARGE jack 
on the left earpiece. The charging

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OPERATION 

LISTENING SAFELY 

To protect your hearing, follow these 
guidelines when you use headphones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest set- 
ting before you begin listening. 
After you begin listening, adjust 
the volume to a comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high 
volume levels. Extended high- 
volume listening can lead to per- 
manent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not 
increase it. Over time, your ears 
adapt to the volume level, so a 
volume level that does not cause 
discomfort might still damage your 
hearing. 


USING THE 
HEADPHONES 

1. Turn on your audio source and 
adjust its volume control to the 
minimum position. 

2. If you connected the transmitter to 
a headphone jack, adjust the 
audio source’s volume control 
until the indicator on the transmit- 
ter lights green. 

Note: If you connect the transmit- 
ter to a line-out (fixed-level) audio 
output jack, the volume control on 
the audio source has no effect. 

3. Rotate on the headset 

upward until it stops to set it at its 
lowest level. 


4. Set the headphone receiver’s ON/OFF 
switch to ON. The indicator lights red. 

5. Rotate TUNING on the left earpiece 
until the ST. (stereo) indicator on the 
earpiece lights. 



Notes: 

• The ST. indicator lights red when 
the headphones are receiving a 
clear signal in stereo. As you move 
out of the transmitter’s range, the 
sound distorts and the indicator 
turns off. The indicator turns on 
again and the sound returns to ste- 
reo when you move back into 
range. 

• If the reception is poor, even when 
the batteries are fully charged and 
you are near the transmitter, try 
moving the transmitter to a higher 
location or moving it away from the 
audio source. 

6. Put on the headphones. If necessary, 
adjust the headphones around your 
head by pulling down or pushing up on 
the headband. 
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7. Slowly rotate on the head- 

phones to a comfortable listening 
level. 

Note: If the audio source’s volume 
level Is not high enough, the trans- 
mitter’s Indicator does not light at all 
and the sound quality might not be 
clear. 

8. To turn off the system, take off the 
headphones, then set ON/OFF on 
the headphone receiver to OFF. 

Notes: 

• Be sure to turn off the system 
when you are not using It to con- 
serve battery power. 

• You can place the headphones on 
top of the transmitter when you 
are not using them. 



ADJUSTING THE 
FREQUENCY 

If you receive Interference from other de- 
vices, you might be able to reduce the 
Interference by adjusting the stereo 
headphones’ operating frequency. 

Simply rotate FREQ. ADJUST on the 
transmitter then rotate TUNING on the 
left earpiece until the headphones’ ST. 
Indicator lights steadily.

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TROUBLESHOOTING 
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CARE AND MAINTENANCE 


Your Optimus 900MHz Rechargeable Wireless Stereo Headphones System is an 
example of superior design and craftsmanship. The following suggestions will help 
you care for your system so you can enjoy them for years. 



Keep the system dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Liquids 
might contain minerals that can corrode the electronic circuits. 



Use and store the system only in normal temperature environments. 
Temperature extremes can shorten the life of electronic devices, 
damage batteries, and distort or melt plastic parts. 

Keep the system away from dust and dirt, which can cause prema- 
ture wear of parts. 


Handle the system gently and carefully. Dropping it can damage cir- 
cuit boards and cases and can cause the system to work improperly. 


Use only fresh batteries of the required size and type. Batteries can 
leak chemicals that damage your system’s electronic parts. 



Wipe the system with a damp cloth occasionally to keep them looking 
new. Do not use harsh chemicals, cleaning solvents, or strong deter- 
gents to clean the system. 


Modifying or tampering with the system’s internal components can cause a malfunc- 
tion and might invalidate your system’s warranty and void your FCC authorization to 
operate it. If your system is not performing as it should, take it to your local Ra- 
dioShack store for assistance.
